Feeding More Wheat 
To Farm Live’ Stock 


The feeding of wheat to’ live 
stock and poultry has exceeded 
the use of wheat for human con- 
sumption in Canada during four 
or the five years of war, and dur- 
ing the crop year 1943-44, animals 
ate twice as much wheat as did 
human beings, states the Quarterly 
Review. of Coarse Grains. This 
conversion of wheat to live stock 
feeding has been a wartime devel- 
opment of note not only in Can- 
ada but also in the United States. 


During the five years before the 
war, the average amount of wheat 
fed to live stock and poultry an- 
mually in Canada was 32,000,000 
bushels against human food fre. 
quirements of approximately. 44,- 
000,000 bushels. In the crop year 
1943-44 human consumption of 
wheat is expected to total 50,000,- 
600 bushels and the animal con- 
sumption more than 100,000,000 
bushels.

Grape Jelly 
And Grape Butter 


To prepare fruit, stem about & 


pounds (a little over 4 quarts) 
thoroughly washed ripe blue 
grapes. Crush thoroughly. Add 


% cup. water, cover and simmer 
for § minutes or until very soft. 
Separate the juice from the pulp 
by turning the hot fruit into a 
2-quart sievé, 

For Jelly: Drip or press enough 
of the juice through a double 
square of cheesecloth to give 4 
cups of the strained grape juice. 

For Butter: Rub the grapes from 
which the juice has drained, 
through a sieve, to obtain 4% cups 
pulp, Use the excess juice or water 
if necessary, to fill up the fast 


cup. 
Ripe Grape Jelly 

4 cups (2 pounds) juice 
7% cups (314 pounds) sugar 

¥% bottle liquid pectin 

Measure juice and sugar into a 
large saucepan and mix well. Bring 
to boil over strongest possible 
direct heat, stirring constantly, At 
once stir in pectin, and bring again 
to a full rolling boil; then boll 
hard fpr % minute, Remove from 
heat and skim.

Mussels Helped 
Build Breakwater 


Cherbourg’s breakwater owed 
much of its strength to a peculiar 
natural factor, 

The French ever resourceful, 
harnessed the mussel to help in the 
construction, Mussels abound on 
the Normandy coast, and spin what 
is known as byssus, or a fine silk- 
like strand formed by the mussel 
into a kind of string. 

The strings of all the mussels 
join up into a rope and form a 
mussel-mass §0° secure that not 
even the strongest sea can shift it, 

When the breakwater was being 
built the ingenious French . en- 
gineers put thousands of mussels 
on loosely piled stofies, knowing 
that the byssus would bind them 
together more strongly than any 
cement, 

This method certainly helped to 
make the breakwater a worthy. 
challenger of the sea’s most vio~ 
lent moods.

And 
his disciples asked Him, saying 
Rabbi, who sinned, this man or 
his parents, that he should be born 
blind? Jesus answered, Neither did 
this man sin, nor his parents: but 
that the works of God should be 
made manifest in him.” It was 
our Lord’s intention to warn the 
disciples against a curious and un- 
charitable .scrutiny of any man’s 
life to find the cause of his mis- 
fortunes. 
The Light of the World 
“We must work the works of 
him that sent me, while it is day: 
the night cometh, when no man 
‘can work.” The spectacle to Jesus 
was a call for help, not a call to 
profitless speculation, but a call 
to prove that the works of God 
were works of concern for suffer- 
ing men, By the word ‘day’ here, 
Christ means the span of a man’s 
life; and by the word ‘night’ He 
means the close of a man’s life.

And they cast 
him out.” The miracle was indis- 
putable but there were Pharisees 
present at this time who refused 
to believe that this person Jesus 
had actually performed such a mir- 
acle. 

The Blind Man Believes 

“Jesus heard that they had cast 
him out; and finding him, he said, 
Dost thou believe on the Son of 
God? He answered and said, And 
who is he, Lord, that I may be- 
lieve on him?” The man once blind 
had perhaps not before seen Jesus. 
He had been touched by Him; he 
had heard. His voice; but we do 
not read that when he came back 
from the pool of beautiful spirit 
the man once blind shows when 
he tells the Lord that he would 
like to believe on Him if he knew 
who he was.

PRICE CONTROL 


Price control is probably the most 
widely recognized of the.many con- 
trols making up Canada’s comprehen- 
sive stabilization program. Although 
there has been criticism of some 
parts of the price control policy, there 
can be no doubt of its overall effect- 
iveness. 

Since the price ceiling came into 
effect the cost of living has . been 
kept definitely within bounds. The 
total Canadian cost-of-living index 
has increased only about 3% since 
December, 1941. The cost of food has 
gone up 8%, clothing less than 2%, 
rents leas: than 1%, and the cost of 
fuel and lighting has remained un- 
changed since that time. 

Despite’ the fact that many of 
the price contro] measures appear 
the 
basic policy has been simple. Prices 
of most goods and services were froz- 
en at the level prevailing during the 
“basic period” in 1941, or at levels 
established by the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board as equivalent. 

The chief difficulty in maintaining 
the price ceiling has been the imposs- 
ibility of preventing increased costs 
in many cases. Increased costs come 
about in a variety of ways, some of 
them completely unavoidable. There 
are increased costs of imported mat- 
erials, or the necessity of substituting 
more expensive materials for those no 
longer available. There are also in- 
creased costs for transportation in 
wartime. 

The problem has been to prevent 
these increases from reaching the 
consumer in the form of increased 
prices. Several devices are used to 
solve this problem. The first method 
is to have the producer and the dis- 
tributor share the “squeeze”. Great 
credit is due the manufacturers, 
wholegalers and retailers of the 
country for the manner in which they 
have assumed some of; he burden of 
these increased costs. 

The second method of combating 
increased costs igs by means of the 
program of simplification that was in- 
stituted by the WPTB. Elimination of 
many of the unnecessary frills ¢rom 
many lines of goods made manufac- 
turing costs less. 

The various simplification measures 
have been designed so that they can 
PMeaccomplished with the minimum 
of difficulty to the wenefacturer. 

When these two methods are od 
sufficient, or are not applicable 
particular cases, a third pases 
has been used. This is the suspension 
of customs duties and import taxes 
on some materials. The amount lost 
to the Treasury has been more than 
compensated for by the lower costs 
allowed under this method. 

Only as a last resort has‘a policy 
of subsidy payments been introduced. 
Subsidies have to be paid for event- 
ually by the consumer from taxes, 
but their merit is that they prevent 
price increases which would in turn 
lead to price increases in other prod- 
ucts, and so in the long run cost 
much more. Subsidies have been used 
mostly for imports, or for farm pro- 
ducts. 

These are the measures of proven 
yalue. But they are only the machin- 
ery of price control, The substance of 
price control is the support the policy 
has been given by every Canadian. 
This support mus; continue ff the 
policy is to continue successfully. The 
cost of living can be kept down if ev- 
ery Canadian remembers the specific 
tasks ¢hareed to the individual 
eliminate all unnecessary spending, to 
buy and sell only at legal prices, and 
not to press claims for higher proftts 
because of wartime conditions.

And, percentage is the only factor in which the Producer is in- 
terested. 
As to Item 2,—the charge of monopoly also has its origin in 
the size of the larger companies. The trend in the Packing In- 
_ dustry has been continuously toward large units. It is not sur- 
if the Farmer ts disposed to listen to this charge. He 
' realizes that competition between those who buy. his live stock 
is, for him, the most vital consideration of all. And he may fear 
that a small number of large companies would give less assurance 
of compétition than a large number of small companies. 


The fact is that each large company is not a unit, but a group of 
wnits. For instance Canada Packers operates seven different 
plants located in widely separated areas (from Montreal to Van- 
~_@ouver). Within each area its local unit competes with many 

- Other units. 


And the further fact is, that in addition to the companies oper- 
ating multiple plants, (there are three of them) a large number 
of other companies operate single plants. Many of these single 
plants do a large increasing share of the business in their 
own dield. It is entirely misleading to represent the Industry as 
dominated by the larger companies. The latest report of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics (1942) shows 148 plants as 
follows :— 
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Nothing in the history of the Industry gives ground for the fear 
that the development of large units results in lessened competi- 
tion. From its ing the Packing Industry has been the most 
fiercely competitive industry in Canada. And competition be- 
tween large units is more (not less) keen than that between 
small units. 


Two proposals to transform the Industry have been suggested 
by those who constitute themselves its critics. In principle they 
are diametrically opposed. 


; The answer to this question is arrived at by a simple calcuation. \ 


- Those sales were ......... LR ae $206,000,000. .

The proposals are:— 

(a) that Canadian live stock should be processed in~a large 
number of co-operative plants, as in Denmark; 

(b) that.the Packing Industry should be nationalized. 


Every Packer would welcome the ‘development of co-operative 


lants. Only one exists at present,—The First Co-operative 


ackers at Barrie, Ontario. It is unfortunate that there is not 
at least one in each of the chief livestock producing Provinces. 
Such plants would be sources of information regarding the facts 
of the Industry which Farmers would accept without question. 
The existence of a number of co-operative plants would lead to 
a greater measure of understanding between Producers and 
Packers than has ever existed in the past. 3 


However, the establishment of co-operative plants would of 
necessity be a slow development. The reason lies in the highly 
competitive nature of the business, and the fact that the dif. 


. ference between profit and loss is a small fraction of a cent per 


pound. As Farmers became aware of the risks of loss on the one 
hand, and of the very low margin of profit on the other, the de- 
sire to launch co-operative plants would be less keen. 


It is worth repeating, however, that no single development would 
do so much to. promote a realization of the common interest of 
Producer and Packer, as the establishment of a number“of co- 
operative plants. 


As to the second proposal, it is hard to think of an Industry less 
suited for nationalization. The objection which comes to mind 
first is the danger of loss from spoilage if a Government organi- 
zation were handling daily, tens of millions of pounds of perish- 
able foods. The danger would arise because the chief safeguard 
would be removed, by reason of which such losses are avoided. 


That safeguard is competition. 


The reason such losses are avoided under a system of competi- 
tion is that the penalty of mot avoiding them is-ruin. Under a 
state-owned system the National Treasury would foot the bill. 


However, the chief penalty of eliminating competition would 
fall upon the Producer. To him the loss would come as the re- 
sult of lowered efficiency. 


The net profit of the Packing Industry as it exists, probably does 
not exceed 1 per cent. That is the total price which the Producer 

ays for the Packer’s efficiency. Can anyone doubt that na- 
fionalization would result in a loss of efficiency equivalent to 
several times 1 per cent? 


The Producer would be the only person to absorb this loss. It 
would come to him in the form of a lower pay-back out of the 
sales dollar. 
2 * * 

The foregoing has been an attempt to set down the facts of the 
Packing Industry. It has dealt chiefly with the obligations, and 
the mutuality of interest, which obtain as between Packer and 
Producer. 


The argument has been that the Packer has played a large and 
constructive part in the development of the Canadian Live Stock 
Industry, and that he has done this at a very low percentage of 
profit on his sales. 


But, in a report to Shareholders, it is fitting that some reference 
shold be made to the position and interest of the Investor. 


The Capital Investment in the Packing Industry in Canada ts 
$96,000,000 (Dominion’ Bureau of Statistics, 1942). Those 
who supplied this Capital did so with the hope of getting a re- 
turn on their investment. And for this no apology need be 
made. 


The attraction of the Industry from the Investor’s viewpoint is 
that turnover is rapid. Capital is turned over many times in a 
single year, so that.a small percentage of profit on turnover pro- 
duces a satisfactory yield on capital. In the case of the success- 
ful companies, the investment has been profitable. 


Thése-facts have been sufficient to attract adequate funds to the 
Industry, in spité of the further fact that large sums have also 
been lost. The hazard of ti Industry lies in the fact that the 
difference between profit and loss iSwanipute fraction of a cent 
per pound on the product sold. - . 


By reason of the great increase in live stock deliveries, the plant 
of t 


he Industry has been under constant strain. This has involved ° 


a corresponding strain upon Employees of all ranks. The loss 
of experienced men, and their replacement by inexperiencd men, 
has brought an inevitable decline in plant efficiency. 


In contrast with war industries, demand for the products of the 
Packing Industry will be maintained,—perhaps increased,— fol-: 
lowing the close of the war. It will be a happy day for both 
Company and Employees when experienced men return, and 
the large volume can be maintained without the severe physical 
strains of the past year. 


The Company has maintained its profit sharing policy begun in

WHAT SCIENCE 
IS DOING 


Mineral Oil 


Increased use of mineral oil dur- 
ing the war may have serious nu- 
tritional consequences, warns the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. Mineral oil is said to rob 
the body of at least two of the fat- 
soluble vitamins and of calcium 
arid phosphorus. 

Mineral oil, which has been plen- 
tiful and relatively cheap, and does 
not become rancid, has been used 
in increasing amounts in salad 
dressings and in salted nuts, po- 
tato chips and doughnuts.
